STATE OFFICIALS TO ATTEND 


GOV, ASKS PEOPLE TO QUIT V01K 


OD8ING FDNEBAL 


Obsequies at Mlllord Tomorrow After- 


noon-Bonorary Pali Bearers 
; and iDCIdeots. -f 


Milford, June 20—From an upper 


window at Promont today, Mrs. Pat- 
tlson watched the people 
come and 


go from the house of death. All day 
employes 
were busy 
looping back 


bending boughs of pine and hemlock 
with twine, so the peo_ple might find 
easy access to the house. No one out- 
side the immediate family circle has 
seen Mrs Pattison since the gover- 
nor's death, not even the family pas- 
tor, being permitted to talk with the 
stricken mistress of Promont. Ar- 
rangements are not as yet completed 
for the funeral 
The general belief 


is that tire services will be as simplti 
as possible. 


"Cincinnati, O., June 20.—"With sim- 


ple rites the remains of Governor 
John M. Pattison will Thursday after- 
noon be laid to rest near his home In 
Milford. His own wishes and those of 
his family were for a, quiet service at 
nome. The funeral will be conducted 
by Bishop Earl Cranston of Washing- 
ton. D. C.; Bishop HenryiSpellmyer of 
Cincinnati and Rev. M. LeSourd of 
Milfprd. The First regiment, O. N. G., 
ot Cincinnati, will form an escort of 
honor, and eight privates will carry 
the casket. The services will be held 
at the late home of Governor Pattison, 
Promont, at 2 o'clock Thursday after- 
noon. The services wilf be simple, ac- 
cording to the ritual of the Methodist 
Episcopal church. 
There will be no 


services by the Masonic fraternity, 
Grand' Army of the Republic, nor any 
of the other societies with which the 
governor was affiliated. 
The Masons 


and G. A. R, will be represented in the 
list of honorary pallbearers. 


As a fitting tribute to their late 


chief executive, a cessation from all 
•work in the state during the hours of 
the funeral Was recommended in the 
first proclamation of Governor Harris. 
In the course of this proclamation he 
says: "The people of Ohio have been 
greatly bereaved by the death of their 
governor, John M. Pattison. --It is ap- 
propriate that a people so afflicted, 
•while bowing in humble submission to 
the dispensation of Providence, should 
show their sense of loss by some gen- 
eral recognition of the public value 
and private worth of him who has 
been taken from them. Governor Pat- 
tison served his country in war and in 
peace. He was a man of high ideals 
and of singular fidelity to all public 
trusts, and his memory deserves the 
sincere tribute of all his fellow citi- 
zens. I therefore proclaim to the peo- 
ple of Ohio the duty of cessation from 
their usual avocations and closing 
their several places of business during 
the hours from 2 until 4 o'clock Thurs- 
day afternoon, while the funeral scr- 
,-yices are in progress, in appropriate 
observance thereof." 


Physician's Statement. 
1 During the five months of Governor 
Fattison's illness there was great un- 
certainty as to the nature of his trou- 
ble, and a statement just issued by 
Drs. Oliver, Holt and Belt, who attend- 
ed him, is of much Interest. In the 
course of their statement they say: 
"The illness of the late Governor Pat- 
tison was essentially due to overwork. 
Although But 59 years of age, he show- 
ed the effects of stress and strain 
which ordinarily accompany a life of 
three score years and ten.' His symp- 
toms were first apparent in damage 
•wrought In his b3ood vessels. His ar- 
teries showed the changes which 
usually appear ia the blood vessels of 
men farther advanced in years 
His 


Jddneys also indicated that he had 
lived more years physiologically than 
hasJ actually elapsed since fcis birtb. 
The 
deficient elimination 
through 


these organs led to an attack of urae- 
mia, which very nearly proved fatal, 
"be/ore he left Columbus for Christ 
hospital. 
During a period of six or 


•even weeks Governor Pattison exhib- 
ited a marked improvement We were 
all much encouraged and hoped for a 
prolonged period of freedom 
from 


uraemic poisoning, but after a rapid 
improvement of some weeks there ea- 


sue'd a period of Insidious approach ot 
threatening symptoms, and he grad- 
ually but surely approached the end of 
his life. Governor Paulson's mind was 
clear and hie Intellect was unclouded 
except a short period when the urae- 


symptoms were most active."

Take Appropriate Action on the Death 
' 
of Governor Pattison. 


Columbus, 0., June "SO.—Lieutenant 


Governor Andrew L. Harris, who as- 
Bumed the duties ofc the o'fllce of gover- 
nor on his arrival here, declined to be 
drawn Into a discussion of Sunday 
laws, saying that was a matter that 
came under the head of policies. He 
said: "1 have requested Secietary 
Houck and the clerks in this office to 
remain for the present, and they have 
kindly agreed to do so." The political 
change wrought by'the hand of death 
came so suddenly as to catch some of- 
flceseekers' unaware, but was not too 
sudden to keep others from acting In 
anything but good taste. At the state- 
house applications for jobs under Gov- 
ernor Harris were received from Re- 
publican applicants who must have 
mailed their hurried requests within 
an hour or so of the death of Pattison. 


In the brief time Governor Harris 


was at the capitolTie permitted him- 
self to perform only one official act, 
-the issuing of a proclamation of the 
death of his predecessor, and it is his 
intention not to exercise further func- 
tions of the office unless an imperative 
emergency should present itself until 
after the obsequies, which will be the 
last honor paid to the deceased chief 
executive. 


Tbe stata offie'al? 
mot to taVe 


appropriate action on the death of 
Governor Pattison. it was decided to 
attend the funeral of the late gover- 
nor, which will be held at Milford 
Thursday afternoon at 2 o'clock. A 
special train will be run from Colum- 
bus to convey the state's representa- 
tives. Committees we're appointed to 
draft resolutions and have charge of 
pieparations for the funeral, and it 
was decided to close the statehouse all 
day Thursday.

day morning. Governor Harris will be 
one of the party. 


Secretary Houck related his experi- 


ences with^Governor Pattison in recent 
weeks. Mr. Houck said: ''He kept say- 
ing that he would get well. 'I .have so 
many things to attend to when I get to 
Columbus, senator,' he said to me 
many times as he lay on his sick bed. 
'I can't carry out all the things that 
have been promised, of course I can't; 
but I want to do the best I can: that's 
all any man can do, is it ndt, senator? 
But I want to go to work just as soon 
as I'm on my feet again. Just as soon 
as I get well I am going to do the very 
best I can for the people of Ohio.'" 


While Governor Harris will retain 


Governor Pattison's "official family" 
for the time being, he is expected to. 
name a sec-etary before long. Among 
those mentioned for this place are for- 
mer Oil Inspector John R. Malloy, 
Judge Charles C. Lemert of Kenton, 
who was executive clerk under Her- 
rlck, and Randolph W. Walton of Co- 
lumbus, who was commission clerk 
under Herrick, 


General Harris will draw a salary of 


$10,000 for the next two and one-half 
years, and Is the first governor to re- 
ceive more than J8.000. The salary 
was raised by the legislature this 
spring, but the Increase could not ap- 
ply to the Incumbent It has been es- 
tablished that an acting governor is 
paid the salary of the governor.

There was a "lou t.iliin raisin'" at 


Buzzard's Roost tin- "tlici afternoon- 
lie liist in Marion loimty. lud., it is 
thought, for' the l.i-t twenty-live or 
hirty years, says Ilio Indianapolis 
News. It was of tin- old fashioned 
sort all through, wi'li four or five men 
doing"'nearly all the work and about 
:wenty meu louugin^ about on conveti- 
eut piles of lumbei and logs aud of- 
fering "good advice. 


The manner in winch tbe cabin was 
'raised" was not ti," only interesting 
feature connected \\ itli it. Ou Easter 
day of 1SU7 William \Vatsou Woollen 
of Indianapolis was wandering alomi 
Fall creek between Millersville aud 
what is now the. Itein.-iniin Harj'isou 
afruy post \vbei: be "di.ioovered" Buz- 
zard's Roost. 
It ^.is simply an un- 


named tract of forty-four acres of 
wilderness, and its primitive state ap- 
pealed to Mr. Woollen's love of nature 
n tbe rough. He detci mined to be the 
owner ot that fortj-tour acres, and' in 
a few mouths he was 
When he "dis- 


covered" the'tract ;i man told bun of 
the number of turkey buzzards that 
were in the habit ot roosting in a big 
tree on the laud, and therefore Mr. 
Woollen gave to it its present name. 


He bought tbe l.md that a bit of 


prim i the Indiana. inislH be preserved 
to the future genet ations, an'd the log 
cabiu is a part of tins scheme. The 
city of Indianapolis is to receive the 
tract of land and the cabin some day 
without charge, accoiilins to Mr. Wool 
len's plans, when be no longer is here 
to eujoy it. "When lifty or more years 
iiave passed," he explains, "there will 
be at least one place in this state 
where people can 'jio and see the way 
their forefathers'lived in primitive In- 
diana—see not 
only the tangle of 


forest and the old IOK cabin, but also 
some of Indiana's native birds." 


It is probable that Mr. Woollen will 
;pend his last years in tbe cabin when 
tie is ready to retire irom active life. 
He is never'so nappy as when near to 
nature and when surrounded by his 
friends, the birds. 
He has planted 


more than 800 cherry trees in the rich 
bottom lands, along with many berry 
bashes, and in this way the place will 
be self supporting s<befere it,is turned 
over to the city. The rest of the land 
will be left in its present primitive 
state. 


But to revert to the "cabin raisin'" 


and the raisers 
For several weeks 


the work preliminary to a recent Sat- 
urday's event bad been going on. Trees 
had been cut here and there out of 
Buzzard's Roost forest in such manner 
that their' loss uould uot be noticed, 
and these logs hml been dragged to tbe 
top of tbe bill, where there was a small 
clearing in tbe thicket. 
There they 


had been hewed roughly into shape. 
Meanwhile a bit; basement of cement 
blocks had been built. Then the cabin 
had been built up about three logs 
high by men hired for the work. 


And then tbe invitations were sent 


out by word of month to all of the 
farmers in the ne.t?hborhood to attend 
the "cabin rai.sin'" These accommo- 
dating neighbors began to arrive early 
in the morning, and about the time 
that the ordinary dweller in the city 
was turning OUT in bis bed for hi 
"beauty sleep" the ax and the adze 
were sounding fiom the clearing, aud 
chips were flyinz in all directions. 


Four or six lusty farmers would slip 


two or three he.i«y poles under a lot?, 
pick it up and urry it to the wall. 
Then- they woiil'l heft it to tbe top 
of tbe log wall i>;. main strength, and 
two men on top would trim the cud 
of the log so tint it would lie firmly 
in place at each < orner of tbe cabin 
Only a few men <ould be employed at 
a time, so the fliers lounged about, 
chatting, offeriiiu' ^-ood advice or sharp- 
ening their jackkn ~-'es on the bitr grind- 
stone. 
By the t.. e that Mr. Woollen 


had arrived the ..oiji was well under 
way. and he wa1- i^ked, with a friend 
ly grin, if be bail ome to lay the cor- 
nerstone.

HELD BACK 


Conferees Will Not Report It Until 


Last Week of Session. 


TO AVOID USELESS DEBATE 


Ppe Line, Commodity and Injunction 


Amendments All 
Giving Trouble. 


Meat Inspection Amendment Adopt- 
ed by House and Sent to Conference. 
Proceedings of Congress. 


Washington, June 20.—From pres- 


ent indications, the conferees on the 
railroad rate regulation bill will not 
report an agreement until some time 
next week, which in all probability will 
he the last of the session. The pur- 
pose of withholding their report, it is 
said, is to avoid a repetition of the 
long debate in the senate which fol- 
lowed the recent report of the confer- 
ees. This debate resulted in sending 
the bill back to conference. 


Conversations conferees have had 


with various members of the senate 
and house indicate that there are only 
three amendments that are giving trou- 
ble. 
These are the pipe-line amend- 


ment which makes pipe lines common 
carriers, the commodity amendment, 
and that which requires that the inter- 
state commerce commission shall be 
given five days' notice before, hear- 
ings are granted upon applications for 
inujnctions setting aside orders of the 
commission. The controversy over the 
pipe-line amendment can be disposed 
ofc by, the change in the commodity 
amendment. 
The change 
suggested 


would provide that railroads instead 
of "common carriers" shall not engage 
in carrying commodities which they 
produce. 
Another objection to thiss 


amendment is its application to lum- 
ber. Strong protests have been filed 
with the conferees showing that if this 
amendment is adopted it will ruin a 
number of small roads which were 
built for the sole purpose of getting 
lumber to trunk lines. 


A new argument has been advanced 


against the amendment requiring that 
five days' notice be given of hearings 
for injunctions. 
Labor organizations 


have demanded that a bill be passed 
which would require that they be given 
five days' notice of injunctions to re- 
strain them from engaging in strikes. 
This is a political argument which has 
given much concern, and the house 
conferees during recent sessions have 
insisted that this amendment be elim- 
inated for the reason that it would 
establish a precedent for similar legis- 
lation in the interests of labor. 


The house unanimously adopted the 


substitute amendment for the amend- 
ment to the agricultural appropriation 
bill relating to meat inspection, the 
objectionable feature of the former 
amendment being eliminated and tho 
amendment perfected to meet tho 
wishes of the -president An effort 
was made to extend the time-of de- 
hate, but Mr. \Vadsworth. chairman of 
the committee on agriculture, desiring 
to get the bill into conference as soon 
as possible, objected to the granting 
of additional time, although nearly an 
hour was consumed in the explanation 
and debate upon the measure. 
After 


the adoption of the amendment tho 
bill was sent to conference, the con- 
ferees being Mr. \Vadsworth, Mr. Scott 
of Kansas and Mr. I-inib of Virginia.

It is also known, that 
Witte is personally favorable to the

the revolutionary movement against 
the advice of their own enlightened 
leaders, thus making it impossible for 
their non-Jewish friends to assist 
them.

On the Jewish and Other Problems In 


the Czar's Domain. 


Vichy, France, 
June 
20. —Count 


Witte, the former. premier of Russia, 
came here for a rest and to take the 
cure, his health being somewhat im- 
paired by the hard work and worry of, 
the premiership. It is generally known 
that Witte is favorable to the progres- 
sive development of Russian institu- 
tions, while maintaining order. There- 
fore he can not approve of the action 
of the lower house of parliament, 
which, according to the count, is doing 
its utmost to develop into a revolu- 
tionary body. It is also known that 
Witte is personally favorable to the 
Hebrews and their desires, as con- 
tained in the memorandum presented 
to him at Portsmouth by the commit- 
tee of prominent American Jews, but 
be strongly condemns the attitude 
which Jews are assuming in Russia 
in placing themselves at the head of 
the revolutionary movement against 
the advice of their own. enlightened 
leaders, thus making it impossible for 
their non-Jewish-, friends to assist 
them. Witte- thinks the Russian" Jews 
who are acting in this .manner are 
blind, for if they are defeated they 
will be more oppressed than before, 
whereas if successful the remainder 
of the population, which is more anti- 
Semitic than in other countries, will 
oblige them to fly the country.

It was reported 
direct 
from the 


physicians attending Harry Kale, on 
Monday, that the young man who was 
frightfully 
cut with 
a razor in a 


quarrel on the night of May 20, in 
South Newark, is now suffering from 
what is known as an aneurism of tho 
jugular 
vein, 
which 
practically 


means death. 


Young Kale was at the 
Newark 


Sanitarium until about ten days ago 
when he was discharged and lett for 
Chillicothe, from whence comes 
the 


report that he is in a dangerous con- 
dition from the wound received m 
this city. Jt appears that upon ex- 
amination by Dr. B. F. Barnes who 
attended him after the 
trouble, it 


was discovered that the 
knife, or 


weapon, with which Kale was cut, 
had penetrated the outer coat of the 
jugular vein. 
This weakened 
that 


blood vessel, the report sja,tes, so that 
it is enlarging at the wound, and a 
rupture is enevitable. It is under- 
stood that 
an 
operation on an 


aneurism of the jugular vein is al- 
most necessarily fatal, and the most 
skilled surgeons hesitate 
to under- 


take to force a restoration of circula- 
tion about the jugular vein, where in 
cases of other blood vessels not 
so 


closely connected to vital organs it 
is possible to operate sucessfuliy. 


In case young Kale dies, his as- 


sailant will be charged with a much 
graver crime than cutting with intent 
to wound, for which he is now on a 
$500 bond to appear. The assailant 
of Kale is named Quincey Sutley, 
and he was arresced shortly after thp 
affair, after being identified oy the 
unforiunate victim. 


Mr. Kale, the victim of the cutting 


afl'ray. was employed as a brakeman 
for the B. & O. and was stopping over 
in this city between runs when 
the 


trouble occurred. Kale claims that 
without any provocation the Sutley 
man assaulted him. He stated that 
Sutley with 
some 
other 
parties, 


came tip to him and his companion 
and asked for some tobacco. Kale 
replied that he had none, whereupon 
Sutley is said to have remarked, 
"Well, you needn't be so smart about 
it," and immediately drew the knife, 
or rarer, cutting him across the side 
of the neck. 
/ 


Kale's home is in Athens where his 


parents are living. 


Chief of Police James Sheridan 


communicated with the authorities at 
Chillicothe, regarding the foregoing 
report, and on Wednesday received a 
letter direct from Mr. Kale himself, 
in which he states that his physicians 
say he is getting along excellently 
and improving rapidly. In his letter 
to Chief Sheridan, Kale says that he 
is staying at the home of his uncle, 
L. J, Phillips, and is feeling well, so 
that the first report received in this 
city regarding his critical condition 
is probably unfounded.
